Declaring that the Key Route 
system of the San Francisco: and 
Qakland Terminal Railroads is los- 
ing money, a substantial increase 
in fares on that system is asked 
in an .application filed today 
with the State Railroad Commis- 
sion. : 

The company now receives 15 
eents per single passenger, and 
while the application fixes no defi- 
nite sum asked above this fate, the 
8 cent fare recently allowed the 
Southern Pacific Company by the 
Interstate ~Commerce Commission, 
the Key Route asserts, is inade- 
quate for that system, and is eum- 
A rate sub- 


‘wskeu fdr by the. company. 
_ The Southern Pacific was grant- 
ed a 206 per cent increase in its 
passenger fares on interstate lines, 
which, if applied on the electric 
system in Alameda County, would 
give the company an increase of 3 
cents per single fare, now 165 cents. 

But this increase has not been 
sanctioned by the State Railroad 
Commission, and an application to 
have it granted is now before the 
board. 

Despite the increases already 
granted the company, it is asserted, 
has lost $710,550.14 in the last 
thirty months,.and has piled up a 
net deficit of $64,928.25 in the last 
six months. 

The increased rates already grant- 
ed gave the company an increase 
of $499,11.32 in gross operating 
revenue, but the wage increase giv- 
en the employees increased the op- 
erating expenses in the same pe- 
riod $443.326.7. 

In addition to this must be add- 
ed $26,203.34 for extra taxes, and 
$75,262.89 or the depreciation 
fund, which leaves a net loss of 
$45,580.48. 

New wage increases will cost the 
company an additional $1335.70 a 
month., the compaty asserts.

We know that they 
blush a little at’ the things doctors used 
to do no longer ago than a middle-aged 
doctor can remember. 

‘*We surmise that twenty-five years 
hence_ the doctors: will--blush a bit at 
things that doctors are now doing. 

‘Nevertheless, when we are sick, we 
call a doctor, and take his medicine and 
directions with great fortitude. 

‘We know that doctors are, as a class, 
earnest, self-sacrificing men, who do a 
great deal more for other folks than they 
are ever paid or-thanked for, — 

“‘But we don’ favor their idea of for- 
cibly medicating well people, and particu- 
larly we oppose the medication of healthy 
children. ‘ 

“‘A clean child, free from disease, is 
not a menace to the health of other. chil- 
dren, and it should not be barred from 
school, vaccinated or unvaccinated. 

“There have been a lot of vigorous 
ffusses about this vaccination business. 

“The doetors point with pride to the 
fact that smallpox has nearly dis- 
appeared, though not quite. 

“But about the time doctors began to 
experiment with cowpox and serums, and 
things like that, they also began to ex- 
periment with soap and water. — 

“Tn other words, they found out that 
cleanlisenss of body and house and yard 
and street was one of the best,preventive 
of disease on earth. It was considerable 
of a discovery, for- everybody and nearly 
everything ‘was dirty in ‘th days. 

*As oleanliness increased, diseases of 
filth began to weaken, and entirely to 
disappear, in spots. *
